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"Two juveniles also are facing 
charges for illegally taking 
deer," Hopkins said. 

The Commission launched 
the investigation when Semi- 
nole County Sheriff's Office 
personnel notified wildlife offi- 
cers that they had uncovered 
information about possible 
wildlife law violations while 
questioning a cattle rustling 
suspect. 

"The sheriffs department in 
Orange County and the state 
attorney's office in the seventh 
and eighteenth judicial circuits 
also contributed to the investi- 
gation," Hopkins said. "This 
case involved some fine police 
work and effective teamwork."
